State Cares 
For Needy 
Aged Citizens 


Data from a recently 
published report of the 
State Department of Pen- 
sions and Security, ‘‘Medi- 
cal Care Services,’’ 1963- 
64, revealed that hospit- 
alization for the aged bene- 
fited 21,718 different recip- 
ients in Alabama during the 
year, of whom 19,539 were 
Old age pensioners and 
2,179 were recipients of 
Medical Assistance for the 
Aged. 

Commissioner RubenKk, 
King in a report to 
Governor George C, Wal- 
lace said up to 30 days of 
hospitalization during the 
year are provided Ala- 
bama’s needy aged for 
acute illness, majorinjury, 
certain diagnosed cancer 
cases and elective cataract 
surgery. 

Discharges revealed 
that payment was most 
often made for from three 
to six days. More than 
three-fourths of the per- 
sons receiving hospital 
care required only one 
period of hospitalization 
during the year. 

In the 19,539 pensioners 
hospitalized, 6,780 were 
men and of the total, 75 
per cent were white. Among 
the 2,179 Medical Assist- 
ance for the Aged reci- 
pients, 72 per cent were 
white and men outnumbered 
women by 1,243 to 936. 

According to this report 
medical services in 1963- 
64 cost about $13 million. 
Close to $7 million went to 
.ospitals and about $6 mil- 
lion to licensed nursing 
homes, with around $60,000 
going to physicians. 

Pensions and Security 
commissioner Ruben K, 
King said these medical 
services are made possible 
because of 1960 Social Se- 
curity amendments gener- 
ally referred. to as the 
Kerr-Mills law.

A ship sailed up Mobile 
Bay this week. and took on 
eleven thousand tons of a 
single commodity. 

The cargo that she took- 
rice-is a commodity not 
often seen at Mobile. But 
it is a commodity for which 
the Port of Mobile has bat- 
tled for almost three 
years! 

To remove discrimi- 
nation against the Port of 
Mobile onexport shipments 
of rice, it all began May, 
1962, when the Alabama 
State Docks filed a com- 
plaint with Interstate Com*+ 
merce Commission, 

The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission found 
that higher rates to Mobile 
were prejudicial with un- 
due preference tothe Ports 
of New Orleans, Lake 
Charles, and Houston. 

The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in an 
8 to 3 decision ordered the 
railroads to establish non- 
prejudicial export rates 
to Mobile on Arkansas 
rice not later than Decem- 
ber 2, 

This was December 2, 
1964, however, and it was 
January 15, 1965, before 
the Alabama State Docks 
wa able to get the rates 
e blished and in effect to 
Mobile.

Usually the fir.t two 


months of a new Congress 
are spent on organization, 
but the 89th Congress has 
gotten off to a ood start. 
Committees, the real 
working units of the House 
and Senate, are well under 
way, and my assignment, 
the House Committee on 
Appropriations, is no ex- 
ception. 

The House Appropri- 
ations Committee is ac- 
knowledged to be the most 
important link in the chain 
of the appropriations pro- 
cess which includes the 
Federal Agencies, Bureau 
of the Budget, the White 
House, and the Senate, It 
has that reputation he- 
cause, traditionally, all ap- 
propriations bills originate 
in the House of Represen- 
tatives. 

It is easy to see that 
the job of ‘‘funding’’ money 
for the entire Government 
is an enormous task and 
the charge ‘‘to guard the 
Federal Treasury” is of 
primary importance to the 
nation’s welfare. Since 
paying for the United 
States’ bills is sucha large 
job that requires hours of 
detailed attention, the 50 
man Committee on Appro- 
priations is broken into 
Subcommittees that spe- 
cialize in problem areas. 


DEFENSE GROUP NOW 
MEETING 


The Defense Subcom- 
mittee, one of three Sub- 
committees that I sit on, 
is meeting now to consider 
the money to be spent by 
the military in Fiscal 1966. 
The areas covered are pro- 
curement, personnel, op- 
erations and maintenance, 
space technology, military 
policy, research and de- 
velopment, and the almost 
endless other needs of the 


military. 
My Subcommittee on 
Defense begins its work 


each year when the Presi- 
dent, as required by law, 
submits the defense budget 
estimates to Congress in

January. The estimates are 
then passed on to the De- 
fense Subcommittee, The 
Subcommittee staff then 
prepares for hearings by 
calling in appropriate wit- 
nesses. Usually, depart- 
ment and agency officials 
are heard first in support 
of their estimates, and 
later testimony is taken 
from Members of Congress 
and other interested par- 
ties, 

When all hearings have 
been completed, the Sub- 
committee meets inexecu- 
tive sessions to work out 
and agree upon the proper 
bill and report to be re- 
commended. During these 
so-called ‘‘mark up’”’ ses- 
sions, the Members of the 
Subcommittee decide onthe 
amounts to be recom- 
mended for each appropri- 
ation item, the exact lan- 
guage of the bill and any 
special directives to bein- 
cluded. When it’s ready, 
the bill goes to the Whole 
Committee on Appropri- 
ations and then to the floor 
of the House for final action 
by that body. 

DEFENSE BUDGET CUT 

This year the Defense 
Budget will be right at 50 
billion dollars, several bil- 
lion down from last year. 
The reduction in expenses 
is due to elimination of 
obsolete bases and a near- 
ly adequate stockpile of 
missiles. The Polaris sub- 
marine program also has 
been payed for, adding fur- 
ther to the reduction. 

After listening to testi- 
mony by the top military 
advisors this country has, 
I am convinced our defense 
is now stronger than any 
other nation in the world. 
This to my mind makes 
nuclear war out of the ques- 
tion, for our enemies know 
we can retaliate and fully 
destroy them. 

The Defense Subcom- 
mittee will continue to meet 
this session for about four 
hours a day, and we will 
finish paying military bills 
in just about time to start 
the whole process over 
again next year,

Zip Code Ruling 
Becoming Effective 


Postmaster Robert 
Cooper has been advised 
by Postmaster General 


John A, Gronouski that bulk 
second and third class 
mailers will have nearly 
two years -- until january 
1, 1967 -- before they are 
required to begin presort- 
ing their mail by ZIP Code. 

Regulations requiring 
pre-sorting by bulk mail- 
ers were first established 
nearly 40 years ago. The 
application of ZIP Code 
to those regulations is the 
first major change since 
the regulations were es- 
tablished, 

The new ruling covers 
newspapers, magazines, 
and periodicals in the sec- 
ond class category, and ad- 
vertising matter, books and 
certain types of merchan- 
dise in third class. 

A total of 275,000 mait 
users fall into these two 
categories. Combined, they 
generate annually more 
than 27 billion pieces of 
mail--39 per cent of the 
70 billion pieces processed 
during the past fiscal year 
by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, 

Purpose 
is two-fold: 

1, To eliminate the sort- 
ing that otherwise would 
have to be done at the post 
office of origin. Virtually 
all of this mail will flow 
into the postal stream with-
